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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 1-24 are cancelled based on the Examiner's suggestion. Claims 25-47 are 
added as a clean claim set with concomitant renumbering throughout. A relationship between 
the cancelled claims and the added claims is provided in Table 1. No new matter is 
introduced.

Claims 1-9, 1 1-14, 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement (Office Action, item 3). Applicants believe 
that the clean claim set based on the Examiner's suggestion obviates the rejection. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 112. ^ 2 

On separate grounds of alleged indefiniteness, the Examiner has rejected (a) claims 1- 
9, 1 1-14, 16, and 20-24 (Office Action, item 4), (b) claims 4, 7/4, and 21 (item 6), and claim 
1 1 (item 8). Applicants believe that the present claim revisions obviate each of these grounds 
and, hence, that the examiner should reconsider and withdraw each of the rejections. 

OBJECTIONS UNDER 37 CFR. §1.75(c) 

Claims 2-5, 7, 20-21 are subject to an objection for improper dependent form (Office 
Action, item 5). Applicants believe that the introduced clean claim set obviates the objection. 

Claim 7 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form 
(Office Action, item 7). Applicants believe that the introduced clean claim set obviates the 
objection. 

Claim 19 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form 
(Office Action, item 10). Applicants believe that the introduced clean claim set obviates the 
objection. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
